added hazards for the legislation. 
. The interstate system, a 40.0UO- 
mile network of key roads, would 


get Ihe bulk of the new funds un- 
der all the major highway 
aid 


plans pending in Congress. 


The Gore bill called for about 


18 billion dollars 
in federal-stats, 


spending for highways over a five- 
year period. Since new 
taxes 


must originate in the house, it did 
not provide any new financing. 


The House Public Works 
Com- 


mittee then drafted a bill calling 
for about .50 billion in federal-state 
outlays over the next 13 years. It 
incuded 12|2 billion in new feder- 
al taxes over that period to help 
pay for Uncle Sam's share.
